North North Alberta 
Victory Loan 
At $3,324,200 


Sales in the Sixth Victory Loan 
in Northern Alberta at the close 
of business Friday had climbed to 
a total of $3,324,200 in the general 
canvass and payroll savings sec- 
tion compared with $2,403,200 on 
the same date in the Fifth Victory 
Loan, it was announced Saturday 
at loan headquarters. 

The sales in this loan are 33.9 per 
cent of the minimum quota of $6,- 
796,000 compared with 24.6 per cent 
in the Fifth Victory Loan. The 
number of subscribers in the pre- 
sent loan shows a considerable in- 
crease with 12,838 purchasers par- 
ticipating compared with 9,160 in 
the previous loan. 

Rural Northern Alberta continues 
to lead the way with sales amount- 
ing to $2,033,300 for 43.3 per cent of 
the quota of $4,696,000. This com- 
pares with $1,021,350 for the Fifth 
Victory Loan when only 218 per 
cent of the minimum quota had 
been reached on the fifth day. 

During the first five days of this 
loan 7,823 persons subscribed com- 
pared with 3,913 in the last loan. 
Sales Friday aggregated 1,675 with 
a value of $336,600 compared with 
818 in the last loan for a cash value 
of $204,500.

air mail routes. x 

He represented Canada at two 
international conferences, first in 
1912, when he held the first pleni- 
potentiary powers ever given by the 
King to a representative of a dom- 
inion, and again in 1920 when he 
was the Canadian government re- 
presentative at the seamen’s con- 
ference of the League of Nations. 


RETIRED FROM POST

deputy minister, but continued his 
scientific and engineering pursuits 
and was elected president of the 
Engineering Institute of Canada.

Few Alberta people who understand the 
situation will concur with the decision of 
the Advisory Committee on Day Nurseries 
to recommend that the day nurseries pro- 
ject be dropped. 

The committee, meeting in Calgary this 
week, by a bare majority decision held that 
insufficient evidence had been adduced that 
the nurseries are really required in Edmon- 
ton and Calgary. 

This position was taken in spite of a 
survey made by the Council of Social 
Agencies in Edmonton just before Christ- 
mas, when it was found that 75 working 
mothers urgently need before school care 
for 123 children; that 205 working mothers 
need noon meals provided for 330 children; 
that 145 working mothers need after school 
care for 250 children. 

The Dominion Gove nment holds that 
20 children are sufficient for the estab- 
lishment of one day nursery. 

The Advisory Committee also ignored 
the test survey made by the Citizens’ Vol- 
unteer Bureau April 18-22, and checked 
by Selective Service April 24-25, in which 
it was discovered that in ten Edmonton 
blocks alone, 16 mothers of 21 children ur- 
gently wanted and required day nursery 
service, 

The bare majority decision of the com- 
mittee was based, rather, on sparse results 
from a questionnaire printed recently in 
the newspapers, a questionnaire that was 
So vague and complicated and uninforma- 
tive that it was no wonder few working 
mothers took the trouble to complete and 
mail it. 

Anyone who knows anything at all 
about the circumstances is convinced that 
the need for day nurseries is imperative 
and urgent. To deny that need is to fly 
dangerously in the face of public opinion 
and the facts. 

Certainly there is a need for some im- 
mediate reconsideration.

The Green Light 


Hon. J, A. MacKinnon has good news 
for the grain growers. They will be able, he 
says, to market considerably more wheat 
this year than in either of the last two. 
Oats and barley are in good demand and 
there will be no difficulty in disposing of 
v. iatever amounts are grown. The initial 
a.vance price for wheat on delivery will 
continue to be $1.25 per bushel, Mid-sum- 
mer of next year should see the wheat 
carryover down to a normal figure, Export 
was being retarded now only by lack of 
railway rolling stock. 

This gives the “green light” to the 
farmers at seeding time. They are told in 
effect that all the grain they produce will 
be in demand and if export does not keep 
the marketing channels clear that will be 
due to limitation of transport, not lack of, 
buyers. With previous assurance that beef, 
pork and poultry and dairy products will 
also be wanted in practically unlimited 
quantities, this sketch of the grain outlook 
completes the most encouraging forecast 
that has greeted the farmers at this season 
for some years. Whatever they grow they 
will be able to sell at prices around the 
present levels; that is what the official pre- 
dictions sum up to. 


It Pays To Defer 


In offering to sell him a Victory Bond 
the Government is not asking any person 
to give away any money, On the contrary 
it is offering him a security issued by the 
same authority, and having the same val- 
idity, as the money he is asked to pay for 
it. With the additional advantage that 
while the Government does not pay interest 
on the money one carries around in his 
pocket it will pay interest on the bond it 
offers to exchange for the money, ‘The in- 
terest will be paid every six months, and 
the purchase price will be paid back dollar 
for dollar when the bond matures. 

There is no more reason to doubt or 
question the value of a Victory bond than 
there is to worry about the value of a dollar 
bill. They both originate at the same 
source. There is the same guarantee be- 
hind one as the othei. They are both orders 
on the total production and producing cap- 
acity of the nation, The difference is that 
the dollar is immediately and always nego- 
tiable; it can be spent any time. The bond 
cannot be translated into cash until it mat- 
ures, unless it is sold to some other person 
in the meantime, 

It is for this deferring of spending that 
the bondholder is paid interest. He for- 
feits the right to buy something for his 
immediate use, and collects interest for the 
time he agrees to put off the purchase. 
There is no easier way to make money than 
to do without something one doesn’t need 
and put the price of it into one of these 
Government certificates of future buying 
power, collecting renta] every half-year on 
the amount of the deferred spending.

9,000 Tons of Bombs! 


The “air invasion” of Hitler's empire 
reached a new pitch of intensity when 
bonibers from Britain and Italy dumped 
200.fréight car loads of bombs on coastal 
defences, railway yards and munitions 
plants in 24 hours. What weight of explos- 
ives the Red air force rained on enemy tar- 

ets in the same interval is not given, but 
t ia known to have been heavy. Perhaps 
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heavy enough to bring the day's total up to 
9,000 tons, 

In terms of destruction, bombing on 
this scale is altogether beyond the compre- 
hension of civilians who have never lived 
in a bombed area. They have no unit of 
measurement by which to calculate the 
damage done. Very few of them have ever 
seen the extent of the havoc caused by the 
explosion of even one ton of dynamite. To 
picture the devastation resulting from the 
explosion of 9,000 tons, dropped with even 
fair accuracy on selected targets, is beyond 
the powers of imagination. 

What is certain is that the Reich and 
its satellites and its war establishments in 
occupied countries are getting such a drub- 
bing as no country ever got before. It is 
also certain that the poundings increase in 
number and severity as the days pass. And 
there is ample evidence that the enemy’s 
defences in the air and on the ground are 
growing weaker, The Nazi planes destroy- 
ed are not being replaced in equal num- 
bers, and the wrecked plants and railways 
cannot be repaired as fast as more are 
blown to pieces, 

How long Nazidom can absorb this 
punishment only time can tell. There is no 
prospect whatever that the punishment 
will slacken. There is every assurance that 
it will intensify. The iron grip of the ges- 
tapo holds the German people in terror. 
But sooner or later they must decide that 
it will be less dangerous to revolt than to 
continue to endure the torment from which 
they can expect no respite. When that mo- 
ment arrives they will take the one way 
to put an end to their miseries,

But that also serves to emphasize the fact 
that low-flying planes constitute a menace, 
in some degree, when their course leads 
across a thickly populated area, even when 
the planes are apparently in good working 
order and well handled.

Peace Is Impossible With 
Debt Claim System of 
Finance

When the first World War com- 
menced in 1914, the orthodox fin-| 

anciers glibly declared that such a} 

war could only be of very short | 

duration for the reason that no na- 
tion had the financial strength to 
sustain the expenditures involved. 

The war continued for more than 

four years and the more costly it 

became the easier it seemed to fin- 
ance the expenditures involved. 
When Lenin led the Russians to 
the first successful revolution of 
the proletariat, our financial ex- 
perts were quick to declare that 

Russia would be isolated from the 

capitalistic world and the Lenin 

experiment in national socialism 
would collapse in bankruptcy. The 

Soviet government formed by Len- 

in survived and is today financing 

successfully the greatest expendi- 
ture of money ever undertaken by 

a nation in the history of civiliza- 

tion.

When Mussolini led his black 
shirt Fascists to power in Italy and 
undertook the reconstruction and 
the recapture of the Italian Empire, 
our financial experts declared that 
Italian Fascism would collapse in 
bankruptcy. It survived to expand 
to the conquest of Abyssinia and 
only collapsed under the weight of 
the guns of the United Nations. 

When Japan took over the con- 
trol) of Manchuria and attacked 
China, the financial experts sat 
back in smug indifference, declar- 
ing that Japan was unable to fin- 
ance the enormous obligations that 
had been undertaken. Japan sur- 
vived and built up a fighting 
strength that gave her an unprece- 
dented conquest that was only stop- 
ped by the employment of all the 
fighting strength that the United 
States and the British Empire could 
marshall in the South Pacific,

When Hitler came to power in 
1933 and launched his program of 
rebuilding the economic strength of 
that defeated and bankrupt nation, 
our financial experts advised that 
Hitler was certain to fail because 
Germany lacked the financial pow- 
er to support the program of huge} 
expenditures undertaken, Germany 
under Hitler carried on and built a 
war machine that Hitler informed 
the world when he attacked Poland,

Where did the money come from? 
That question is not difficult to 
answer now. 

Each of the agg.essor nations de- 
veloped their financial strength 
merely by using the power of gov- 
ernment to create, issue and main- 
tain the circulation of money. Each 
nation established a National Cur- | 
rency System.

When the economic structure of | 
the United States and Canada, and 


throughout the English-speaking 


world, collapsed in 1930, we were 
told by our financial experts that 
we had to tighten our belts, pay 
our debts, balance our budgets and 
suffer the economic waste, poverty 
and misery of unemployment. 

When Roosevelt launched the 
New Deal program, his bold at- 
tempt to re-establish the progress- 
ive prosperity of the United States 
by spending his nation’s way to re- 
covery was condemned by our 
financial experts on the ground that 
a nation could not spend its way to 
prosperity. Acting on the advice of 
the financial experts of the govern- 
ment of the United States an at- 
tempt by Roosevelt was made to 
balance the budget in 1937 with the 
result that the recovery in the 
United States suffered a collapse 
which would have been disastrous 
had the Roosevelt administration 
not abandonced the policy of bal- 
ancing the budget.

In Canada our financial experts 
always have advised us that being a 
young country without the accumu- 
lation of money savings that only 
the older nations enjoy, we were de- 
pendent for our capital finance upon 
the willingness of the money lend- 
ers in Berlin, Paris and London to 
give us loans and investents. For 
that reason, we were told that our 
rate of progress, our system of tax- 
ation and the maintenance of bal- 
anced budgets in ‘accordance with 
the ideas of international financiers, 
was essential to the maintenance of 
our power to borrow money and to 
secure investments abroad. 

* * *

Pursuing this advice Canada, at 
the close of the last war, proportion- 
ate to her population, carried the 
largest load of international debt of 
any nation in the world, When the 
post-war depression hit us in 1930 
we were told by our National Min- 
ister of Finance that we did not 
possess the financial means to put 
the vast army of Canadian unem- 
ployed to work. 

No one disputed the fact that 


there was more work to be done in 
Canada than would have employed 
every individual in the Dominion, 
but our government accepted the 
conclusion that we didn’t have the 
financial means to build better 
roads, better railways, national 
ports and shipping facilities, better 
schools, hospitals, health services. 

Nor could we finance adequate 
old age pensions, health and un- 
employment insurance and other 
social services essential to a decent 
standard of living for the Canadian 
people. 

Thus did we struggle and suffer 
through the depression only to find 
relief in war. 

* * * 


When the second World War 


; broke upon us, our municipal, pro- 


vincial and national governments 
were wallowing in a condition of 
actual bankruptcy. Our financial 
experts advised that we could not 
sustain the first annual war budget 
presented by Canada’s Department 
of National Defence which totalled 
something over 500 million dollars 
for the first year of the war. Acting 
on the advice of these experts the 
Treasury Board cut this war budget 
of over half a billion dollars to a 
meagre 100 million dollars. 

When the retreat from Dunkirk 
was followed by the collapse of 
France, and the weakness of Brit- 
ain was exposed, the advice of our 
financial experts was swept aside 
and the government declared that 
no monetary consideration would 
stand in the way of a Canadian war 
effort that would include the total 
use of all Canadian resources, in- 
cluding the mobilization of the en- 
tire manhood and womanhood of 
the nation. 

Since then we have seen Canada 
financing her domestic government 
and, in addition, developing from 
scratch a mechanized army, a navy 
of substantial proportions and a 
huge air force including the British 
Empire Training Scheme, and a 
war industry at a cost of more than 
16,000 million dollars, 

Included in that expenditure is 
almost a billion dollars of govern- 
ment capital finance invested now 


in war industries, Instead of the 
money wealth being in London, 
London proved wholly incapable of 
financing any substantial part of 
Canada's war effort. It was Canada 
that was rich and London that was 
poor, We in Canada in 194] advanc- 
ed a loan of 700 million dollars to 
Britain—still outstanding—and in 
1943 we found ourselves in posses- 
sion of goods over and above those 
which we could use ourselves to 
the value of over a billion dollars. 
These goods and services we gave 
to Britain. In 1943 we gave another 
billion dollars to our allies and in 
1944 we are continuing on the same 
policy, 
* * * 

Where did the money come from? 

Well, it simply became available 
because the government of our 
Dominion used its power to create, 
issue and circulate the money 
authorized by ihe laws of Canada 
as the imedium of exchange of 
Canadian governments and people. 
True, we have taxed our people to 
the limit—being the most heavily 
taxed nation in the world. But we 
could not have collected such taxes 
had the government not been spend- 
ing the huge amounts of money in- 
volved in eprosecuting our war 
activities. True, we have borrowed 
roughly 50% of our wartime ex- 
penditures but we could not have 
borrowed that amount of money 
had the government not been main- 
taining the huge national expendi- 
tures that war requires. We did not, 
however, finance the war solely 
from taxes and loans. 

We have issued new money 
through two mediums; namely 
through chartered banks, who have 
increased their bank deposits since 
1939 by 1,622 million dollars, and we 
have increased our issue of Bank 
of Canada bills during the same 
period by 942 million dollars, mak- 
ing a total increase so far since 
the declaration of war, in round 
figures, of 2,500 million dollars. 

* * * 


Unfortunately on the advice of 
our financial experts we have taxed 
and borrowed too much and issued 
too little of our national currency. 


In every Instance that we have 
depended upon our financial ex- 
perts, they have been wrong and 
following their erroneous concep. 
tions and theories we have march- 
ed to the very brink of distruction 
and annihilation. Had we continued 
to follow the restrictive interfer- 
ence in our economy imposed by 
the advice of orthodox finance that 
sustained at all costs the principle 
of laissez faire capitalism our Eng- 
lish speaking world would have 
been destroyed and the civilization 
of this 20th Century would have 
been enslaved under the rule of 
bestial Hitlerism and barbarous 
Japan. 

Signs are not wanting that ortho- 
dox finance is still in control. We 
are already coming to the point 
where we are being told that hav- 
ing incurred our huge national 
debt of 11 billion doliars—still in- 
creasing—that we cannot go on im 
definitely with our program of na- 
tional expenditure under the pres- 
ent system “without placing an in- 
tolerable strain upon our economy.” 

We also are told that taxation is 
tending to destroying private own- 
ership and private enterprise and 
creating the need for public own- 
ership and public aid. Possibly the 
best example of the danger that 
looms ahead is to be found in the 
fact that while we in Canada are 
able to give, above our war effort, 
a billion dollars a year for the de- 
struction of the forces of the enemy 
and the release of conquered na- 
tions, we are only able to vote 90 
million dollars a year wo aid our 
enslaved allies in their recovery. 


* * * 


In war we are prepared to fill the 
cup of financial aid to overflowing, 
but in comparison, in peacetime 
we are not prenared to do much 
more than put a drop in the bucket. 

If we cannot find something bet- 
ter than our present debt claim 
system of financing our security 
and progress there will be no peace 
upon this earth no matter how great 
our victory shall be. And all the 
sacrifices made in this accursed 
conflict will have been offered in 
vain, 


Bracken’s Statement Distorted By Critics

“Very definitely he recognized our 
completely autonomous position, 
He asked us to seek to agree with 
the other members of the Common- 
wealth and invited our full co-op- 
eration at the table of the British 
nations in the determination of 
those features of Commonwealth 
policy in which all of us are con- 
cerned”, and he continued—“! say 
Canada should not refuse to sit and 
act at that table.” 

* * & 


Mr. Bracken charged “the Prime 
Minister has said that Lord Halifax 
asked us to make a ‘commitment’ 
to fall in line, in any event, with a 
common policy for the Common- 
wealth in all matters of our ex- 
ternal relations. Lord Halifax made 
no such request or even sug- 
gestion,” 

This produced a protest from Mr. 
King. In the House of Commons 
on April 18th, after quoting the 
preceding paragraph from Mr, 
Bracken’s statement, he said—"I 
wish to say that at no time in any 
place have I made the statement 
that Lord Halifax asked us to make 
a commitment on the Jines which 
are set forth in that statement,” 
and he challenged Mr. Bracken or 
anyone else to point out that he 
had made anywhere “the statement 
that Lord Halifax had asked us to 
make the commitment with respect 
to matters of external affairs" Mr. 
King is not supported by the 
record, 

* * O* 

In the House -of Commons on 
January 31st last, after referring to 
what had been said by Lord Hali- 
fax and Field Marshall Smuts, Mr. 
King proceeded @ “What would 
seem now to be stiggested is that 
the prime Canadian commitment 
should be to pursue in all matters 
of external relations—'in foreign 
policy, defence, economic affairs, 
colonial questions and communica- 
tions’, to cite the words of Lord 
Halifax—a common policy to be 
framed and executed by all the 
governments of the Common- 
wealth”. Therefore on the 3lst of 
January Mr. King interpreted Lord 
Halifax as suggesting a Canadian 
commitment as charged by Mr. 
Bracken, There is certainly no dis- 
tinction between asking for or sug- 
gesting a commitment, 

It would seem that the different 
points of view of these two men 
in relation to Empire matters is 
due to the fact that Mr. King re- 
gards our relations with the other 
Commonwea!th nations in the same 
way as he regards our relations 
with any foreign country. On the 
other hand, Mr, Bracken considers 


the members of the Commonwealth 
as one family, all of whom own 
jand manage their own houses but 
are prepared to co-operate with 
one another when the interests of 
the family as a whole are involved. 

The two points of view are rad- 
ically different and may to some 
extent color their respective in- 
terpretations of the speeches and 
statements of such men as Lord 
Halifax and Field Marshal Smuts. 
To Mr, King these men suggest “a 
common policy to be framed and 
executed by all the governments 
of the Commonwealth” which, in 
his view, “runs counter to the 
establishment of effective world 
security, and therefore is opposed 
to the true interests of the Com- 
monwealth itself.” 

* * * 


On the other hand, to quote Mr, 
Bracken, “our failure to function as 
a member of the British family will 
not promote the organization of 
another and better League of Na- 


into the trough of isolationism”. He 
is proud that “Canada is a member 
of the British family of nations” 
and he is in favor of Canada “act- 
ing as an autonomous power, to 
strengthen the ties which bind the 
members of the Commonwealth 
together”, He believes that “a plan 
for contintious consultation in mat- 
ters of common interest should be 
|worked out by us all.” Such con- 


purposes of talk whether described 
as ‘exchange of views’ or as verbal 


‘|‘collaboration’, but definitely with 


a view to a meeting of minds on 
matters of practical policy, 

It has not been suggested, and it 
could never be considered, that 
there should be such rigidity to any 
plan as would subtract from our 
sovereign rights”. In his opinion 
our failure to function in the past 
has contributed to the catastrophe 
of this “desolating war”,

Mr. King, in his statement to the 
House of Commons on the 3lst of 
|January, went to considerable 
jlength to describe the system of 
communication between the Com- 
monwealth government which has 
developed during and for the pur. 
poses of the war. He says that 
jcommunications pass between the 
British Secretary of State for Do- 
minion Affairs and the Dominion 
Governments; every day “there is 
direct communication between the 
Prime Ministers of the different 


nations of the Commonwealth.”

| of the Commonwealth” to Canada. 
Moreover, we have “a continuing 
|conference of cabinets of the Com- 
|monwwealth dealing with matters 
|of common concern,” The explana- 
tion he gives of this statement is 
|that when a question of common 
concern comes up a “communica- 
tion” comes to the Canadian gov- 


}ernment and to the premiers of the 
| other Commonwealths, 
| * * 


Mr. King is then in a position to 
|take that particular question be- 
|fore his cabinet and the advice he 
then gives is based “on what judg- 
jment I am able to form after cone 
sulting with the members of the 
government from all parts of Cane 
jada”, He concludes on this point, 
“How can conferences between 
cabinets be carried out more effec- 
tively than that?” 

From the foregoing it is obvious 
that, even during the war, Mr, King 
is satisfied with “communications” 
and “consultations” between the 
Commonwealth countries. Broadly 
| Speaking, this is the proceeding bee 
tween the Allied Nations at war or 
between friendly nations in peace, 
It is radically different to the worke 
|1ng partnership between the meme 
|bers of the Empire family envis 
aged by Mr. Bracken. 
| Mr. King is firm that “in meeting 
world issues of security, employe 
ment and social standards, we must 
join not only with the Commone 
wealth countries but with all right 
minded states if our purposes and 
ideals are to prevail. Our commit 
ments on these great issues must 
be part of a general scheme 
whether it be on a world basis or 
regional in nature.”

Today's Challenge to Youth 


IKE a mighty army, the greatness of our nations lie in our trained 

youths of tomorrow. The importance of training in our war effort 

is increasingly necessary. The responsibility is ours. We must be 
prepared in loyalty to country and to the program of the Kingdom of 
God. Devotional habits are essential to this training. Habits of sys- 
tematic daily Bible reading, and prayer, laying foundations of genuine 
Christian character and developing self-reliance will help to strengthen 
our personal living, Growth in Christian stewardship will tend to 
keep us faithful in the little things we have, and in later years we will 
be faithful in the many things God gives us. 

God calls for men and women of character in the nations and 
world to be ready for the golden opportunities of tomorrow. Much is 
happening in the world today. We must be trained to fill these posi- 
tions of great responsibility. We need to train men and women for 
world leadership. We have Godly men at the heads of our armies, 
but we need the same type of vigorous, reverent leadership all along 
the line throughout our entire armies. 

Who needs to portray ‘he challenge of world problems to youth? 
They are self-evident. Ail over the world today people are in need. 
In war-torn countries millions are hungry, cold and homeless. In ag- 
gressor nations life is uncertain and people are confused. 

To end this uncertainty, destruction, chaos, and need, the world 
must call young people to the task of ministering. Never before have 
so many calls been made to youths for their time, energies and finan- 
cial resources. And never before has youth responded more willingly 
in giving their all. 

But even in the midst of this magnificent response, the call comes 
tc “give, give, and give again.” Epochal changes are taking place in 
the socia] and economic structure of the world. We need in tomorrow 
“constructionalists”; those who will sacrifice of their time, talents and 
money to help build a world of Christian brotherhood. God is depend- 
ing upon us to help others build upon His foundation. Are you willing?’ 

The church is offering you the opportunity to work with immortal 
souls, to brighten all eternity, to help establish peace and brotherhood 
upon a foundation that will not crumble under the slightest provoca- 
tion, by serving at home, in the schools, churches, and missionary pro- 
jects. That's your part in helping to reconstruct. 

“The great poet Carlyle has said, “There must be a new world if 
there is to be a world at all.” That means building things that were 
never before, especially in relatively undeveloped areas where lack of 
development was one of the world’s poverties and inadequate co-opera- 
tion leading to the present disaster. 

When this war is over religion will emerge as a factor of primary 
significance in the task of post-war reconstruction. Today's youth is 
not afraid to face the facts and to speak the truth if it hurts. 

These years, for many youths, are formulative years ... years in 
which guide posts must be established for the rest of their lives, so for 
them there must be no false guide posts. There are few indeed who 
can live a double life, and if the life you lead today is lived realistic- 
ally toward high ideals that will be your life tomorrow in a peactime 
world, 

Let us take new courage in the role of the church in today’s world, 
and with God's help we will have won the challenge.

this vast and delicate educa- 


tional undertaking shculd be entrusted to an International 


University. 

Such an institution could have 
many other functions, though its 
creation would be justified if it per. 
formed only this one. It should be 
established in some _ historically 
neutral place, such as Switzerland. 
Its faculty should be composed of 
the professors of leading univer- 
sities, and of others who have 
achieved international recognition 
in their chosen field. 

They must be men devoted to the 
international idea of peace and, 
while selected so far as possible 
with a view to proportionate repre- 
sentation of the nations of the 
world, they must be above the nar- 
Tow prejudices of nationalism. 

Both as to teacher and pupil, the 
university should be open to all 
races and religions. The student 
body would all be post-graduate; 
and in short time the pre-eminence 
of such a university would attract 
the most promising young men and 
women of all nations, The arts and 
sciences could flourish here. But 
for our immediate purpose it 
should be noted that text-books in 
all German universities, particular- 
ly in history and politics, would

Courses in humanities, modern 
civilization, and philosophy could 
be mapped out by the authorites of 
the International University to meet 
the peculiar predisposition of the 
German youth.

The effort would not be 
limited to the blackboard, Ail the 
forces of the arsenal for the in- 
vasion of the German mind must 
be employed in this notable 
attack, The church would be en- 
couraged to recapture its lost 
flocks, for religious ideals are 
part of the reconditioning in 
decency which the Germans must 
regain, 

The world’s clergy would be in- 
vited to organize a campaign 
against the modern heathen and 
his ungodly lust for war. 

“Christianity has not failed,” said 
Shaw, “It has never been tried.” 


CONSIDERABLE TRUTH 

There is considerable truth in 
this epigrammatic exaggeration. 
The churches would be invited to 
make their professions of faith a 
live and practical program. A 
religious renaissance in Germany 
would be an essential element in 
the psychiatric release of a tor- 
mented people which transfers its 
torment to others. 

The labor unions, reborn from 
the ashes of fascism, should be 
valuable allies in the re-education 
program. Certainly they have a 
stake in the creation of a sane Ger- 
man economy. Moreover, actual 


participation in union elections may | 


help prepare German workers for 
the experience of intelligent suf- 
frage in a representative republic, 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION 

Education would be made com- 
pulsory for old and young alike, 
but it would not always be con- 
fined to the classroom. The enor- 
mous persuasive force of dramatic 
presentation would be fully utilized, 
Motion pictures could here reach 
their fullest maturity. The greatest 
writers, producers and stars would, 
under the aegis of the International 
University, dramatize the unfath- 
omable wickedness of Nazism, and 
the beauty and simplicity of a Ger- 
many no longer preoccupied with 
shooting, marching, shooting and 
marching home-defeated. They 
would be commissioned to create 

a German stage in the image of 
democracy. And the radio, through 
entertainment and undisguised lec- 
ture, would invade the home itself. 
No device for the undving of Nazi 
training would be ignored nor be 
beneath our earnest effort. ‘he 
authors, dramatists, editors and 
publishers would have to pass 
muster of the International Univer- 
sity. This is consistent, for they are 
all educators. News would be un- 
censored but at the beginning all 
non-democratic publications would 
be barred. After the German mind 
had had an opportynity to be 
strengthened by new ideals, it 
could be subjected to contrary 
views in the confidence that it 
would reject the virus. In the 
course of doing so, it would de- 
velop a greater immunity for the 
future. 

There would be extensive prac- 
tice of democratic procedure. For 
democracy is not only a belief 
but a habit to be acquired. 
School, community, city and na- 
tional elections would be devised 
in the gradual preparation for 
self-government, The intellect- 
uals, the “better Germans,” who, 
according te their apologists, con- 
sidered it beneath their dignity 
to be concerned with social prob- 
lems, and forfeited the political 
field to others, must be induced 
to accept their civic responsi- 
bility. 

The educational process would 
pervade all Germany and blanket 
her, All factories would be re- 
quired to have recess periods, dur- 
ing which simplified lectures on 
democracy would be given to the 
workers, The personnel of offices 
would have similar interludes, Citi- 
zenship could be obtained only by 
earning an education certificate 
obtainable by any of alternative 
educational methods (not excluding 
extensive correspondence courses) 
to be sanctioned by the Inter- 
national University. Summer 
schools would. be organized every- 
where, and part of all vacation 
periods would be required to be 
spent in them. 


FATE IN OWN HANDS 


Only when Germans had satisfied 
the distinguished and impartial 
trustees of the International Uni- 
versity that they were ready for 
statehood, and were no longer a 
mence to the world, would they be 
admitted to the family of nations. 
The probation would then be over. 
It will be up to the Germans to 
make that probationary period 
short. In the ultimate sense of the 
word, their fate will be in their 
own hands. 

Every phase of this program will 
contribute towards their emancipa- 
tion, By depriving them of sover- 
eignty we will only have relieved 
them of the burdens of state for 
which they are now unprepared, By 
punishing their war criminals we 
will have removed the most violent 
and revengeful in their midst, and 
thus have given them the freedom 


|to reform with out the relentless! 


watchfulness of their prior over- 
seers, By economic relief and op- 
portunity we will have made tit 
possible for them to make restitu- 
tion and pay reparations without 
exhaustion and collapse, which 


their enormous obligations would 
ordinarily insure. 

Also there will be their own great 
disillusionment to aid them. The 
very extremism of Nazism, its abso- 
lute certainty in victory for the 
Herrenvolk, its assumption that de- 
mocracies are decadent and cannot 
fight—all this was accepted as holy 
fact. Will their fall wake the Ger- 
mans from the nightmare they have 
been living? Convictions achieved 
by psychotic logic often survive de- 
feat and actually flourish in mar- 
tyrdom. But may there not be some 
point at which fanaticism and hys- 
teria will be shocked into extinction 
by defeat? 

GRANDIOSE NOTIONS 

The psychiatrist confesses that he 
does not know the cause of para- 
noia, but its sysmptoms are easily 
detectable, They are grandiose mys- 
tic notions, a belief in destiny, an 
exclusive personal right to satisfy 
ambitions, and a persecution com-

plex which justifies coldly calcu- 
lated murder, Dr. Richard Brickner 
(in Is Germany Insurable?) has 
made a most persuasive diagnosis 
of German conduct as mass para- 
noia with all the symptoms of 
megalomania, sense of mission, 
fanatic violence and persecution. If 
the analogy is to be pursued, the 
cure, in those instances where it 
can be effected at all, is to utilize 
the “clear” area of the personality, 
that which is not subject to para- 
noid delusions, and to extend it 
over the paranoid area. In that 
people, the pro-democratic Ger- 
mans constitute the clear area. By 
associating their beliefs with nor- 
mal patriotism, pride, and economic 
benefits, while removing from their 
midst the most fanatical, we may 
gradually extend the clear area to 
a controlling majority of Germans, 

Nevertheless, having seen the 
dept of the rotten structure, we 
need have no fllusions about the 
excavating problem and the diffi- 
culties of building a new demo- 
cratic edifice. There will be con- 
femptuous compliance, sullen in- 
attentici and bold defiance. But 
these moods will be part of the

SUPPORT BY BRAZIL 

The rapidity and efficiency with | 
which we were able to move during 
the early stages of our campaign 
in North Africa were due to this 
support given by Brazil. 

We tend to forget the grave dan- 
gers which the government of 
President Vargas confronted when 
it adopted this policy of all-out 
support, many months before Bra-| 
zil was forced Into the war by Ger- 
man attacks upon her shipping in 
the summer of 1942. For Brazil con- 
tained great numbers of Italians 
and Germans and a mass of Japa- 
nese immigrants, most of them 
segregated in a few states of the 
republic. But the courage which 
President Vargas demonstrated in 
dealing with this grave problem 
was remarkable. He was certain} 
that the Brazilian people them-| 
selves in each locality would be 
able to take care of any threat to 
the safety of the country which 
might arise from these foreign ele- 
ments. And so it has proved. An 
aroused national vigilance, supple- 
mented by the vigorous measures of 
the government, has blocked suc- 
cessfully all subversive activities.

t has become the fashion among 
sonie groups in this country to 
decry the value of the help given 
by Brazil on the alleged ground that 
President Vargas is maintaining a 
repressive dictatorship, Any impar- 
tial observer who has lived in Bra- 
sil in recent years could not fail to 
admit that the present government 
gives every evidence of genuine 
popular support. And such an ob- 
server could not agree that there 
were any serious indications of its 
“repressive” nature. The truth 
that since he came to power in the 
revolution of 1930 Getulio Vargas 
has been governing his country at 
some periods with the participation 
in the national government of re- 
presentative bodies, and at other 
times, as at present, without such 
participation, It has been my belief 
that resident Vargas long since 
reached the conviction that the best 
interests of the Brazilian people 
and the future welfare and progress 
of the nation demanded a return to 
constitutional democracy as soon as

A telegram demanding immed- | 
iate action to provide labor for 
Alberta packing plants has been 
sent to Prime Minister W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King and other Dominion | 
cabinet ministers by the Aiberta 
Farmers’ Union, it was stated Sat- 
urday by H. E. Nichols, A.F.U. 
secretary. 


Text of the telegram is below: 


“Demand that action be taken 
immediately to provide labor f 
plants. Suggest the granting of 


leave to skilled plant workers who 
are wishful to go from the Pacific 
Coast command on same conditions 
as given miners. It is unthinkable 
to have this food produced and, 
then let it spoil or the farmer be 
penalized because he is compelled 
to hold prime stuff until it becomes | 
heavy with a consequent loss to 
him. The effect of this will be very 
detrimental to future production.” 
Commenting on the packing plant 
situation, Mr. Nichols said: “If 
cattle are held back after they be- | 
come ‘prime’ for killing, they will | 
deteriorate. | 
“In the case of hogs there is an 
added penalty. If held, they must 
| continue to put on weight and thus | 
become subject to heavy discounts | 
| all of which the farmer has to bear. |

It is pretty well established thai 
weaning of the baby past $!x 
months of age had better be start- 
ed in May and ended by June. 
Even if one takes a ful! month 
to manage this change, it will be 
accomplished before all feeding is 
complicated by high tempera- 
tures. 

The probability is that if you 
have nursed the baby for six or 
seven months you may not be too 
alert to his need for weaning. The 
baby may seem to be gaining ade- 
quately and yet show his dissatis- 
faction by waking two or three 
times at night and needing a short 
nursing in order to get to sleep. 

Obviously, the baby’s whole dict 
should be evaluated. It may be, 
that despite his age, his gain hes 
been so good and his disposition so 
angelic that you, his mother, have 
put off adding new foods to the 
dict. The first step would be to 
make up all the die! deficiencies 
first, tu determine whether with 
those changes you might be able to 
go on nursing until the early fall. 

If the diet is ample and generous 
and the baby still fussy, don’t blame 
it on his teeth—for of course he 1s 
teething—but be grateful for being 
a successful nurse this long and let 
Bossy take over. . 

It is the most unusual mother 
who has the proper nutrition for 
her baby beyond the ninth month 
and not many can manage for that 
length of time, 

Weaning need not be an ardu- 
ous or unpleasant task if baby is 
eased into his new feedings grad- 
ually, In fact he may be so eager 
for the formula‘that he will wean 
himself promptly. If not he may 
have one feeding of milk the first 
week, two the next, three the 
third and by these tactful stages

It is most | 
likely to cause serious trouble when 
the conditions under which seeds 
are sown are not favorable, and 
germination is consequently de- 
layed. 

For example, when you sow seecis 
earlier than you usually do, hopirg 
to speed up the harvest, the seeds 
are more likely to be dormant long 
enough for a mould or bacterial 
growth to develop. When seeds are 
sown in boxes indoors, excessive | 
dampness and warmth may have 
a similar effect; in fact, one sort | 
of fungus which commonly develops | 
is called “damping off.”
